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Only Accurate Scales Will Be
Required At Salem Public
Market

The Salem Public Markeét which waa

held last Saturdsy was rather allm on
secount, to & lurge extent, of the mis-
understanding that arose in the minds
of & large numbér of the growers of
produce as to the requirements of the
scales fo be used. Bome of the farmers,
no doubt, Inbored under the impres-
sion ‘that they were linble to arrest if
lhv.‘v did not  porchuse un expessive
senle and os they ose their scules only
ono duy in two weoky at the most they
cannot afford us elnborato seales us
tho merchants.

The office of weights and measures,
however, does not require the farmers
to purchase an expensive scale, wimply
an neeurnte one, and they say buy as
costly or an inexpensive senle ag will

long nn the senle will weigh aesurnte-
Iy. The only seale that will be uni-
versully condemned is the ‘'family
senle.”” This family senle is an over
suspended scale, that is, the artiele
to be weighed in placed in the pun
above tho mochanism of the seals and
tho senle will not weigh acenrately in
nll instances as has repeatedly been
proven by tests.

No complainta have been made
‘thongh to the office that the patrona
of the public market have been short
weighted but the only recourse of the
office of weights nand mensuree pnder
the Iaw i# to see that the seales weigh
eorrectly to the fraction of an ounee,
This hos cnused some of the farmers to
believe that they must buy an expen-
sive siale or be nrrested and rather
than oconfliet with the law some of
thom refsained from coming to the ennr-
ket nt all. The worst that could hay-
pen to them would be to have their
scnles condemnod if they wore found to
be innecurate nnd they would not be ar-
rested unless they persisted in using the
particalar seale that hod been eondemn-
¢d by an official weigher after n test.

The state office of weights and mens-
ures has Intely reedived n number of
requests from people desiring 1o sell
commodities, through the medium of
the '‘public market,’’ for informution,
relative to the kind of scales to use
As 4 number of vities in this state
hove mnde provisions for these mar-
kets, und that there ‘muy be no mis
understunding ns regards the attitode
of this office in relttion to the sume,
the following stutesiént is issued by
Fred (i, Buchtel, deputy state sealer:

f*The status of the public market in
gofar ns the office of weights nnd
measures is conoerned; 18 exuctly the
game as that of auy other place of busi-
negs where commoditics are sold to the
general publie, and the sole intergsts of
this office Hews in seeing thot the seales
in use nre correct und thut full weigh,
and monsure is delivered,  The seale
mny be as expensive as the gwner may
desire to pmr‘um-, OF 08 inexpensive, if
nccurate, na he enn obtain,

lnpuemuch as the seales must be
enrried eneh time to pnd from the muar-
ket nnd ts they are froquently exposed
to the wenther while in vse, the Intter
¢loss (Inexpensive) willeprobably be
found better suited to the requirements
of the avernge warket ennng and of
these there are many; the ordinary
swinging dinl, with the commodity pan
suspended boneath, heing a type that

pass inspection and yet cheap onongh
to appenl to nil who desire to do busi-
nesy correatly.

“Do not buy seales commonly known
a5 ‘family seales’ or thowe of & similie
type; s the name implies they are not
nor Hever were intended for use in
trade, aro generally inneenrute ind will
not puss ingpection,  Furthermore pur-
chuse your senle subijeet to the approv-
nl of the office of weighth nnd mons-
ures, with the privilege of returning It
| if innecurate, Any conseientions mer-
chunt desling in sonlos and desiring to
rotain yoor putronnge, will not hesitate
to afford you this protection. Thin
office will be pleawed to  furnish
| further information, relative to woights
nnd meswures, or their vse, to any ane
desiring the same.
